Some reap windfall 
in cleanup of BP oil spill

BURAS, La. Some 200 shrimping boats normally 
unload their catch and repair their nets at this 
bayou port, but only 15 or so tied up to the docks 
last week. 

“Everyone is working on the oil spill now,” said

ming oil from BP’s blown-out well in the Gulf of 
Mexico. He was paid $300 a day, far more than his 
usual salary. 

“It’s easy money,” he added with a smile. 

Therein lies a paradox to the worst oil spill in 
US. history: Despite individual tales of woe, many 
people are reaping a windfall in the cleanup. The 
overall economic effect has been surprisingly mut- 
ed so far in Louisiana, which has more oil-splashed 
coastline than all other Gulf Coast states com- 
bined. 


No one suggests the spill is not wreaking havoc, 


and the human, environmental and economic costs 
are certain to grow as long as oil keeps spewing. 
The crisis could worsen if oil disrupts shipping on 
the Mississippi River, or if a major hurricane hits. 

But nearly three months into the disaster, state 
records show no increase in claims for unemploy- 
ment insurance in the coastal parishes most affected 
by the spill. And initial evidence indicates that BP’s 
compensation checks have largely offset financial 
losses to many people who lost work or income due 
to the spill. Here now, one look at the effect in the 
words of some of those on the front lines.

Cap tests 
delayed 


A pivotal moment in the 
Gulf oil crisis hit an un- 
expected snag Tuesday 
evening when officials 
announced they needed 
more time before they 
could begin choking off 
the geyser of crude oil at 
the bottom of the sea. 

BP and government 
officials did not say what 
prompted the decision 
or when the testing on 
the new, tighter-fitting 
cap would begin. The 
oil giant was scheduled 
to start slowly shutting 
off valves on the 75-ton 
metal stack of pipes and 
valves, aiming to stop 
the flow of oil for the first 
time in three months. 

Earlier Tuesday, it 
seemed BP was on 
track to test the new 
cap, which was lowered 
over the blown-out well 
Monday night.

Prosecution 
rests case in 
Blago trial

John Wyma had been a close friend and ally of Rod 
Blagojevich’s for years, serving as his chief of staff when 
Blagojevich was in Congress, his political director dur- 
ing his first run for governor and an adviser and fund- 
raiser once Blagojevich won election. But testifying 
Tuesday under a grant of immunity from prosecution, 
Wyma said he decided to cooperate against Blagojevich 
as the federal investigation drew closer in the months 
leading up to the governor’s arrest in 2008. 

Prosecutors rested their case Tuesday after present- 
ing six weeks of testimony, anchoring their final day 
with the account of the insider whose decision to tell 
federal authorities about Blagojevich’s fundraising tac- 
tics in October 2008 enabled them to win a judge’s per- 
mission to bug the governor’s campaign office and later 
tap his phones and those of his closest confidants. 

“I was increasingly alarmed about the level of aggres- 
siveness that the fundraising had taken on, and it made 
me uncomfortable,” Wyma told jurors. 

Wyma said Blagojevich was pulling him into fund- 
raising schemes in 2008 just as federal authorities were 
looking into Wyma’s lobbying activities years earlier for 
a controversial hospital plan that had moved through a 
corrupt state regulatory panel. 


Stroger using county 
eal pal to reward 
ackers, report says

Cook County Board President Todd Stroger is using the 
county payroll to reward those who backed his failed re- 
election effort and punish those who did not, a court- 
appointed hiring watchdog told a federal judge Tuesday. 

To do that, Stroger’s staff members have lowered 
minimum job qualifications, pretended not to know job 
applicants, tried to invoke emergency hiring powers and 
fed job test answers to applicants with political spon- 
sors, the hiring monitor stated in a 35-page report. 

“The goal is to hire certain people, and they will take 
whatever steps are needed to get to that goal,” monitor 
Mary Robinson said in an interview. 

“Since losing his primary bid to run for re-election, 
the president has aggressively used his legal authority to 
make unilateral exempt hiring and firing decisions to re- 
ward supporters and part company with those who were 
disloyal,” the report states. 

“That’s not true,” said Eugene Mullins, Stroger’s 
spokesman, referring to the charges about hiring and fir- 
ing for jobs that don’t fall under the court order. Those 
who were fired did not live up to performance expecta- 
tions, and those who were hired were “qualified,” Mul- 
lins said.

Gov. Pat Quinn on Tuesday signed an agreement with China 
to export as much as 30 million pounds of Asian carp a year 
from the Illinois River, a move aimed at reducing the popu- 
lation of the invasive species downstate. 

Flanked by state lawmakers and business leaders from II- 
linois and China, Quinn said of the Asian carp crisis, “if you 
can’t beat ’em, eat em.” 

Illinois is investing $2 million to upgrade the facilities 
at Big River Fisheries in downstate Pearl, a fish processing 
plant that already ships millions of pounds of Asian carp to 
China and other countries each year. 

By expanding their capabilities, Quinn said, Big River 
hopes to process and ship 30 million pounds of Asian carp 
to upscale restaurants in China by 2o11. At full capacity, Big 


River could process up to 50 million pounds of fish, said 
Ross Harano, director of international sales for Big River. 

The investment will also bring as much as 180 new jobs to 
the riverside communities of Pearl and Pittsfield, where Big 
River’s production facilities are located. 

“We believe the people of China who like to eat Asian carp 
will find this is the best anywhere on Earth,” Quinn said. 

Indeed, the plan is to market Asian carp caught in Illinois 
as wild grown fish to upscale restaurants in China, Harano 
said. That’s the only way to offset the added costs of catch- 
ing the fish locally and shipping it overseas. 

“Just like people pay a premium for Angus beef, we be- 
lieve people will pay a premium for this,” Harano said. 
“We're marketing it as ‘Wild Mississippi River Fish.’ It’s all 
in how you market it over there.”

Harris-Moore earned his nickname by 
living in the woods and leaving bare foot- 
prints at some of his alleged crime scenes. 

In the end, his notoriety brought about 
the Barefoot Bandit’s downfall. Authori- 
ties suspect he stole a plane in Indiana dur- 
ing the July 4 weekend, which was found in 
the Bahamas. 

A week later, a security guard at a Har- 
bour Island resort in the islands recognized 
Harris-Moore as he arrived on a 15-foot 
skiff, and his run from the law was over. 


Networks geta 
bleepin’ break 


EJ NEW YORK A federal appeals court 
struck down a U.S. Federal Commu- 
nications Commission policy that penal- 
izes profanity in broadcasting, saying it vi- 
olates the TV networks’ First Amendment 
right to free speech. 

Media companies had challenged the 
agency’s move to fine them for “fleeting ex- 
pletives,” profanities uttered spontaneously 
by performers during live TV broadcasts. 

The Parents Television Council, an 
L.A.-based advocacy group that monitors 
TV shows for sex, violence and profanity, 
criticized the decision. 

“What truly galls me is the broadcast 
networks’ argument that the FCC chills 
free speech when they already have the abil- 
ity to air indecent material after 10 o’clock, 
after children go to bed,” Dan Isett, direc- 
tor of public policy for the group, said.

The 29-year-old 3-point specialist has 
played in 517 regular-season games (103 
starts) and has career averages of 9.9 points, 
3.0 rebounds and 1.6 assists. He began his 
NBA career with the Philadelphia 76ers in 
2003, where he played for four-plus seasons 
after being drafted in the second round (51st 


overall). 

Last year with Utah, Korver shot a career- 
best .493 from the field while leading the NBA 
with a .536 percentage from beyond the arc.

Here are 10 things to know before you go. 


There are veggies too. A local- and 
seasonal-leaning vegetable section 
highlights everything from roasted 
cauliflower to shaved kohlrabi ($8), 
the latter tossed into a summer salad 
with fennel, blueberries, sliced toast- 
ed almonds, preserved lemon and 
LaClare Farm Evalon, a raw goat’s 
milk cheese from Wisconsin’s Saxon 
Homestead Creamery. Note to vege- 
tarians and those dating vegetarians: 
There’s a lot of crossover between 
the menu’s three (vegetable, fish, 
meat) sections—don't be surprised to 
find goat in your shrimp or shrimp in 
your onion soup. 


There’s truth in advertising. Case 
in point: Fat bread. The meal starts 
with a bread and oyster menu offer- 
ing three preparations of house- 
baked bread ($5 each). One of those 
breads—the one called fat bread— 
comes accompanied by plum 
compote and butter blended with 
roasted liver. So basically, liver butter. 


Ham frites: Also just what they 
sound like. Izard dehydrates ham, 
pulverizes it and tosses it with salt to 
season the crispy fries ($7). There’s 
smoky tomato aioli and smoked 
Swiss cheese sauce for dunking. 


You won’t get thirsty. Originally, lzard 
wanted to name this place the Drunken Goat. 
Turns out that’s already spoken for, so in the 
interest of a lawsuit-free opening, we have 
Girl & the Goat. (Staff T-shirts bear quirky 
goat-centric phrases, and one acknowledges 
the name change with the message, “The 
goat’s still drunk.”) And there’s still plenty of 
drinking to be done. Along with an affordable 
wine list (17 available by the glass), there’s a 
bottled beer list 23-strong and four taps on 
the way. Boka group mixologist Benjamin 
Schiller pitched in on the succinct cocktail 
list, which features touches such as house- 
smoked bourbon (in the Smoking Jacket, $11) 
and Green City Market fruits (changing fre- 
quently in the Green City Paloma, $11). 


Feel free to stare. The chef's as much an 
attraction as the food here, so the open 
kitchen is a given. But if that’s not enough 

to satisfy your celeb chef crush, your group 
can book one of two six- to eight-seat tables 
situated directly in front of the kitchen. The 
substantial French oak tables afford some of 
the best views of the kitchen in the house, 
and you'll likely be within feet of Izard as she 
works. Want to get really up close and per- 
sonal? Request one of the two pairs of stools 
tucked into nooks at both ends of the long 
kitchen.

Even a no- 
holds-barred dinner for two, including cocktails and desserts, isn’t likely to top $125. 


You're going to need a reservation. But you didn’t really need us to tell you that, 


did you?

Catch a ride on boarda 
musical ‘Train’ with Chicago 
artist Tony Fitzpatrick

Chicago native Tony Fitzpatrick is renowned 
nationally for his visual artwork, poetry and pen- 
chant toward championing the homeless and 
others who struggle in Chicago. In “This Train,” 
a play he wrote under the guidance of local direc- 
tor Ann Filmer, trains serve as metaphors link- 
ing together Fitzpatrick’s ideas of community 
in America and hobo culture. In his 90-minute 
performance, a collection of stories and poems, 
you'll see projected images from his Hobo Series 
collages—a reference to the hieroglyphic hobo 
alphabet, a Depression-era means of communica- 
tion between transients riding the rails —and hear 
musical interludes by singer Kat Eggleston, local 
guitarist John Rice and Fitzgerald’s colleague and 
harmonica player Buzz Kilman. 

After making a successful debut in January at 
the 16th Street Theater in Berwyn, the play is 
back for a three-week run at Steppenwolf’s Merle 
Reskin Garage Theater. We sat down with Fitz- 
patrick to find out more about the show. 


How did the script for “This Train” come 
together? 

It's about every drawing and painting I’ve ever 
made in the Hobo Series. It started out as my di- 
ary entries over a year and a half. | showed them 
to Annie [Filmer] and she thought they could be a 
theater piece. In many ways it’s about finding your

home: What is this place? Whose country is this? 
How do | participate? It takes me 90 minutes in 
this show to say it: Home is a place you find where 
you will participate in your community. | wrote it 
as a way to honor Studs Terkel, who passed away 
in 2008. 


In what ways does the play honor Terkel? 

[Studs] lamented the loss of the American atten- 
tion span and the fact that kids aren't going to 
remember things like the Depression. He did have 
a point: Tragedies become more disposable with 
the advent of the 24-hour news cycle. Today, you 
begin to notice this new kind of poverty that our 
country had not revisited since the Depression. The 
idea of community, where people help each other, 
is more relevant than ever. ... The fact there are over 
a half million people in this city who are hungry is a 
tragedy. We're the only country in the world where 
people can starve to death with food in the grocery 
store. [This play addresses] how to be part of a 
community and take responsibility for it. 


How do you feel about transplanting the show 
from 16th Street to Steppenwolf? 

We’re humbled by the fact that we’re now at 
Steppenwolf. We’re honored to be there. We've got- 
ten great guidance from Martha Lavey, the vision- 
ary artistic director with an exquisite eye for good 
material and good storytelling. In a way it’s like 
making a new show. It’s obviously a lot bigger, and 
musically we're a lot tighter. We also felt just as for- 
tunate to play at 16th Street. It was such a pleasure 
to work at that theater; it’s a writer’s theater. But 
this show's even better.

It might seem odd to make a live-action 
feature film based on a Mickey Mouse 
character from the 1940s. But that’s what 
actor Nicolas Cage and director Jon Tur- 
teltaub have done with “The Sorcerer’s 
Apprentice.” 

The film is based on the animated seg- 
ment of the same name from the Disney 
classic “Fantasia.” In the segment, one of 
eight shorts set to classical music, Mickey 
Mouse is the eager assistant to magician 
Yen Sid. After being assigned housework, 
Mickey tries using magic to take care of 
the tasks. That leads to a near disaster 
from an army of brooms. 

The idea started when Cage told pro- 
ducer Todd Garner, while shooting the 
2007 movie “Next,” that he wanted to play 
a magician in a future film. 


“He came in the next day and said we 
should do ‘Sorcerer’s Apprentice,’ ” Cage 
said during an interview earlier this year at 
WonderCon. 

Cage and his business partner at the 
time, Norm Golightly, came up with a 
script. It cast Cage as the sorcerer who 
must teach an eager young apprentice. Jay 
Baruchel landed the role of the apprentice. 

“Mickey Mouse wasn’t available,” Turtel- 
taub joked. 

Baruchel was eager to step into the part. 

“T will fuse any part I’m playing with 
physical comedy. So when I get to do 
something like pay homage to one of the 
great funny sequences in film history, I was 
kind of chomping at the bit,” Baruchel 
said. “I tried my best to give my respect 
to what Mickey did while doing my own 
thing as well.” 


Cage picked Turteltaub as the director. 
The pair had worked on “National Trea- 
sure 2: Book of Secrets” and Cage was 
convinced ‘Turteltaub could mix special 
effects, action scenes and humor into the 
script. 

To turn the animated sequence of less 
than 15 minutes into a feature-length 
film, they decided to tell the back story 
of the sorcerer, which includes a centu- 
ries-long battle with an evil magician. 
There’s also a secondary love story for 
the apprentice. 

Turteltaub was inspired by the original 
cinematography, which heavily used light 
and dark to reflect the emotions ofa scene. 
There are a few other small nods, includ- 
ing a 21st century version of the classic ani- 
mated scene featuring dancing mops and 
brooms.

Dorky, 20-year-old Dave 
(Jay Baruchel, needing 
to recover from “She’s

The verdict: Special effects really aren’t this 
“Sorcerer’s” forte. Neither is storytelling, as 
little kids will have their brains tied in knots by a 
plot composed largely of mumbo and jumbo. Ba- 
ruchel nearly redeems the thing, delivering such 
an incredibly funny, agile version of his typical 
neurotic dweeb that there’s no question why 
Becky finds Dave oddly charming. The surprise 
of “The Sorcerer’s Apprentice” is that it’s less 
satisfying as an adventure than as an endearing 


nerd romance.

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Aperitifs wake 
up your appetite 


While backpacking through Europe in my early 20s, I discovered 
many wonderful social rituals, including the act of enjoying an 
aperitif. 

The term aperitif is derived from the Latin verb aperire, which 
means “to open” and refers to an alcoholic beverage that is served 
to stimulate the appetite. In little cafes throughout Spain, France, 
Germany and Italy, the locals would gather after work or before din- 
ner and banter while clutching little glasses of refreshing drinks, such 
as Lillet, Aperol, Campari or fino sherry. Quite often they also would 
nibble on some light snacks such as olives, nuts, potato chips or other 
bite-sized finger foods to accompany their beverages. 

A proper aperitif should feature just the right amount of alcohol 
(no more than 20 percent by volume) to encourage conversation 
without numbing the appetite. For many of us, an aperitif usually 
means a glass of wine or perhaps sparkling wine, but there are many 
wonderful and tasty options available on bar shelves. The next time 
you meet with friends for a pre-dinner drink, I encourage you to try 
one of these classic options: 


An orange- 
flavored Italian 
liqueur that is best 
enjoyed over ice with 
a splash of prosecco 
and soda water. Campari 
is another option, but it 
has a more bitter flavor 
than Aperol.
